Gemeral Grant’s views om Polltieal Af-
fairs—Comgressman Washburne’s Kz-
position of Gemeral Grant's Political

Opinions.

Curoago, I, Oct, 6.—At the Jo Daviess
i cnaty Republican Convention, h 1d yesterday
at Galenn, Ninols, Hou. E, B. Washburne made
s very succinct speech on the politionl gues-
tione before the country, and in the coarse of it
defined General Graut’s position very much In
dotall, Kpnowing Mr, Wa-bburne's intimate re-
Intlong with Geoeral Grant, the speech has 00-
cosioned wvery general interest here, In the
course of his apeech Mr, Waehburne sald: —

Many people had looked upou General Graut
pe they would upon a civilian and & politician,
and even a4 candidate for civil office, ‘They
wonld seem to demand {hat he should make
kpown his political views ou the hustings and
through the newspapers, with all the arts of
the common demagogue, The public had no
more right to expect General Grant to speak out
than they had Lo expect Lieutenunt-General
Blherman. General Meade, Geperal Sheridan, or
geoneral Thomas to make public their pohtical
views, The General wias not 1o the habit of pro-
elatming bimsell to the world by worde, bat, Like
a wige man, had always made his record throagh
his nets, 'i‘lmngu not apeaking for the public,
no mian wias more frank o expressing his views
on ull public matters, He was rased in the
Whig school of politics. His venerable futher,
s0 well known in Galena, was always an active
and influential member of the old Whig party,
and, after it went out of existence, of the Re«
publican purty, The General was always n Whig,
#0 far us he was a politiclan av all, and never
belonged to or had any sympathy at all with thoe
so-culled Democratic party,

Hrd Geperal Grant been a member of the
Democratic purlf‘. be would have been in the
snme position as he now Is, and the same as all
the most loyal and patriotic men who were ia
that party now occupy, Though not a voter in
1hmois in 1860, yet, after Mr, Lincoln's adminis-
tration commenced, and after the firing upon
Somter, there was o man who gave a more ear-
nest support to that a’dmintstration. Geoeral
Grant was among the first to comprebend the
results that would grow out of the Rebellion,
and the country will not forget that, aa early as
1863, he wrote a letter =aying that,auxious as he
wis for peace, he did not wish to sce it estu-
blished uutil slavery wus wiped ont.  In 1864 he
wes profourdly anxious for the re-election of
Mr. Lincoln, and no man more folly compre-
hended the great fact that upon his re-clection
hinged the success of our cause and the sap-
pression of the Rebellion,

He so far departed from his usual course in
such matters as to write and permit the publica-
tion of & letter in which he briely and emphati-
cally summed up the whole guestion, The letter
was published by hundredsot thousands by the
Republican Coneressional Commities, and ex-
erted great influence in the country. He was
openly and strongly for both the Constitutional
Amendments, and he hailed the Reconstraction
act of the ThArty-ninth Congress as the solution
of our difficnltes, and be entered upon the dis-
charge of his dulles under that act with zeal,
vigilanee, and fidelity, Sympahizine with
Congress in its aclion, and appreciating the
importunce of ils being i session, he urged
and advised such action a8 would secure un
extra seasion, I0 necessury, When that session
came, be expressed the most serious fears
of the effeet of a long adjournment, and with a
far-renchivg sagacity, anticiputing the preeise
gtite of things that has occurred, be used all his
intluence with Beuators to have them adopt the
House provision of the amended bill requiring
the assent of the Benate to the removal of the
diririct commanders., Favoring the Reconstruc-
tion ucte, no effort of his has liEmt:u wanting to
eecure their enforcement in the letter aud
spirit, to the end that the Union might be
specdily snd tully restored, He believes there
is no protection or safety to the colored people

and the loyal white people In the Rebel States, |

except through Impariial sutfeage.

The Reconstruction acts having recognized the
entire equality ol all American citizens in the
plates lutely in rebellion, be bellieves that con-
sletency, a8 well as impartial justice, demnnds
thut there should be no discrimination agalust
any class of persons in any of the States. His
eywpathiies, his convietions, and tls hopes are
uow, as they always have been, with the great
patriotic and loyal people that carried the coun-
try through the war, ¢ I8 in fuvor of uphold-
ing the bhonor and credit of the national Govern-
ment, and bholds that nll our obligalions must
be discharged in conformity to the terms on
which they were couotrscted, He thinks
there should be excercised by Copgrees and
by all departments of the Government a
more Jyigid and searching economy in the
expenditure of the public money, and
wherever he has had control he has struck off
eyery useless expense, and reformed every
abuse
time the position of Seeretury of War ad tnlerim
in the Cabinet ol Mr, Johvson, His action in
aceepting the position hud beeun the suhiject of u
great deul of comment, and excited the fears of
many good and loyal men. It invoked the de-
nunciition of enemles, nnd brought forth the
oxcuses of friecnds, He accepted that position,
pot, a8 hus been alleged, In obedience to the
commands of a superior officer, but frowm the
stern sense of duty to his conntry, The Presi-
dent had determined to remove the Secretary
War at 41l hazards, and without excuse or jus-
tification,

The President thought to reliove himself from
the odiom of Mr. Stanton's removal and draw
gttention from that action by offering the place
to General Grant, What was to be doune?
ghonld the General step wnto the shoes of Mr.
Stanton, and wield ull the legitimate powers of
the department in aid of reconstruction and in
support of the district ecommadders? In the
management of the Indian war and the super-
viston of war contracts, should he be there to
restst the rald of the thieves and plunderers and
war clalm agents whom Stanton had beld at
bay, and who were waiting to thrust their arms
wfo the Treasury to filch untold millions of the
public mouey? Or should he refuse, and per

mit that most important position Lo be filled by |

a Copperbead and a Johnson man, who would
binder reconstraction, who would demoralize the
army, who would sauction fraudulent and bogas
clatms of Rebels und bring reproach geuerully
upon the public service? General Grant did not,
therefore, hesitate to accept the position aund
all Its responsibilities, sud his actlon hud the
concurrence of Mr. dtanton, Indeed, no steps
were taken in that whole business except upon
full consultation and understauding between
thore two digtingulshed men under soch clr-
cumstances, The loyal men of the ocountry
would have had good csuse to censure General
Grant bad he received the position, The very
men who had censured him most for taking It
would now have been cepsuring him for not
taking it. They would have suid that, profess
ipg Lo be In sympathy with loyal men,
and in favor of reconstruction, he shrank
from the responsibility of u place offered
%0 him In which bhe could have been of
fnestimable service to the country, aad by such
refusal the War Department went into the hands
of an enemy, But the General wauts no other
vindication for his action than will be furnished
by his record when it shall sce the l\ﬁht. and by
hix official aots, He can afford to walt, In con-
cluston Mr. Washburne said he was not speaking
of Geperal Grant as & caodidate for the Presi-
dency, for he had no right to nguk for him in
that rezard. He had spoken as he had because
so many of his fellow-citizens had ssked him in
relation to the position the General ooouglod on
questions of the most overwhelming public im
portance, wnd whiat were his views, sentiments
and convictwons touching matiers in which all
